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308g N the good ſhip Katharine, burden 
| : I 2 450 tuns, 32 guns, go men, Capt. 
Ss Edward Godfrey commander, in com- 
pany with the Thi/tleworth, Capt. Daniel Small 
commander, both in the ſervice of the United 
Company, of Merchants of England trading to 
the Eaſt Indies, and both bound for Bombay, 
we ſet ſail, by Gop's permiſſion, from Deal, 
March 29, 1714, with a proſperous gale, and 
in high ſpirits towards our intended port ; 

but had the misfortune of loſing our Captain 
and Chief Mate, before we made the Cape of 
Good Hope, a very boiſterous and turbulent ſea 
coalt 
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coaſt, with thunder and lightning all round 
at that time, and a rough ſea; which was the 
reaſon we did not adventure to put in there. 


We made the inner paſſage, between the 
continent of Africa and the iſland of Madagaſcar, 
alias St Laurence, having touched no where 
ſince we left England, till we came to Johanna; 
a ſmall iſland north-weſt of Madagaſcar, where 
we landed Auguſt 4, 1714, and ſtaid ſeven days; 
a very ſeaſonable and comfortable refreſhment 
to us all! From thence we reached to Bombay, 
our deſired haven, Gop be praiſed, ſafe and 
well, in about ſix months time, with a very 
pleaſant and proſperous voyage all the way, 
were it not for burying our worthy commander 
Captain Edward Godfrey, and his Chief Mate 
Mr William Thaxton, and one William Palmer, a 
Midſhipman, tumbling overboard in the night 
was unfortunately drowned. We arrived at 
Bombay, Sept. 21, 1714, St Matthew's day; 
where I was received by the Governor, the 
Honourable William Aiflabie Eſq; the Gentle- 
men of the Council, &c. courteouſly and re- 
ſpectfully. 


Being thus ſafely arrived, and having a con- 
venient chamber ordered for me by the Go- 
; | vernor, 


The PREFACE. vil 
yernor, near his own lodgings in the Fort, and 
near the Chapel, I went on officiating in the 
duty of my function there from the time of our 
arrival, September 21, 1714, to June 19, 1715: 
and having conſidered the inconvenience, and 
unſuitableneſs withal, of performing our pub- 
lic devotions 1n ſo private a manner, as we did 
in the Fort, having only two upper rooms beat 
into one, which ſerved us for a Chapel, and 
being locked up in the Fort or Caſtle in time of 
divine Service; I ventured to propoſe the Build- 
ing of a Church for Gop's honour and ſervice, 
according to the uſe of the Church of England ; 
that all the iſland might ſee we had ſome reli- 
gion among us, and that the Heathens and 
Mahometans and Papiſts round about us, 
might in time be brought over as converts to 
our profeſſion. 


Whereupon I took the freedom on Sunday, 
June 19, 1715, being the firſt Sunday after 
Trinity, to recommend in a Sermon preached on 
the occaſion the building of a Church, in order 
for the more public celebration of Gop's ſer- 
vice; which Sermon, by Gov's bleſſing, and the 
unanimous and cheerful contributions made 
thereunto, hath ſince had its deſired effect. 
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2 SavusL VII. 1, 2, 3. 


And it came to paſs, when the king ſat in his 
houſe, and the Lord had given him reſt round 
about from all his enemies; that the king ſaid 
unto Nathan the prophet, See now, I dwell in 
an houſe of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth 
within curtains.

Ls EFORE I begin to treat on theſe 
words, I muſt acquaint you with 
+ B & thereaſonof my chooſing them for 
* the preſent ſubject of this occaſional 
ew; Diſcourſe. 
There has been, you know, ſome time ago 
a very good deſign ſet on foot here among us of 
building a Church for the ſervice of Gop, * the 
Chriſtian Religion; 3 which good deſign, though 
it had a beginning, and che walls thereof raiſed, 
as you ſee, to a conſiderable height; and though 
there have been, by all report, large contributions 
and benefactions made, ſufficient to carry on and 
finiſh the work; yet, whether by occaſion of the 
late wars, or rather the late wars occaſioned by 
its neglect, and the continual troubles thereupon 
enſuing z or whether by the colluſion and fraud 
of all or any of the Truſtees, ro whom the care 
of that ſtructure was committed; or whatever elſe 
might be the occaſion of putting a ſtop to that 
B 2 intended - 
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intended noble and ſpacious building, I cannot ſay; 
but this is certain, that it has long ſince been un- 
happily dropped, neglected, and laid aſide; and 
the ruinous walls, which ſtill remain, are a ſtand- 
ing monument of rn to us and our nation 
to this daß. 

Many, it is true, and "Ys are the judgments of 
God in this world, and for ſome great and crying 
ſin, no doubt, ſuch public calamities are uſually 
ſent; but whoever were the inſtrumental cauſes 
of this great offence, or by whoſe ſacrilegious 
hands ſuch charitable contributions have been per- 
verted and miſapplied, muſt be one day account- 
ed for before Gop in judgment; and dreadful, I 
fear, will that account be, if not atoned for, and 
averted by a timely reſtitution. 

- That we may therefore revive this commend- 
able good work, which once, it ſeems, had a 
beginning, and ſtill may, by the bleſſing of Gop, 
and your unanimous and hearty concurrence there- 
unto, be brought to good effect, is what I ſhall 
at preſent endeavour, by the example here before 
us, to excite your pious and charitable diſpoſiti- 

ons, and from cheſe words here read to you in my 
text, encourage you to imitate that ſame public 

and glorious undertaking, which firſt was in the 
heart of king David, and approved. of and con- 
firmed by Nathan the prophet.

I. Of the obligation incumbent upon us all, to 
go and ſet about this neceſſary work, Go, do all 
that is in thine heart. * 

And to this we are obliged, not only in reſpect 
to our duty, but gratitude to Gop Almighty. 
And, 


Firſt, In point of duty. 

Now to do good is a duty of that importance 
and extent that it is the chief end and buſineſs of 
our whole life; it was the moſt acceptable ſacrifice 


that could be offered under the law, and is of per- 


petual obligation to us Chriſtians under the goſpel : 
for to be beneficial to mankind, is to imitate the 
example of our Saviour Chriſt, who made it his 
ſole delight to go about doing good; it was his 


meat and drink to do the will of Gop that ſent 


him, and to finiſh his work. 

Io this we are obliged by the ſtricteſt bonds of 
love and charity to mankind, as men, and much 
more as Chriſtians; and the greater the good is 


which is in our power to do, the greater ſtill are the 


obligations to the performance of it; and conſe- 


quently, the greateſt good of all we are moſt in- 
diſpenſably obliged in duty to perform, Now 


what greater good can we poſſibly do either to 
the honour of Gop, our bleſſed Saviour, his holy 


religion, or ourſelves, than this commendgb)

6 ASERMON preached 
work here before us, the building and repairing 
the houſe of Gop ? 
Such good works of piety and mercy, which 
regard the ſpiritual welfare of men, is what all 
Chriſtians are bound to advance to the utmoſt of 
their power; becauſe they are the only ſacrifices 
we have left, and are of equal obligation with 
praiſe and thankſgiving; and no one ſure will 
refuſe to give Gop thanks for his mercies, neither 
ought we to forget to ſhew mercy ourſelves, by 
doing good and diſtributing ſomething of our 
ſubſtance ; for with ſuch ſacrifices we are ex- 
prefsly aſſured that Gop is well pleaſed : nay, 
all our prayers, praiſes, and thankſgivings, wall 
prove but lip-labour, without ſome more ſub- 
ſtantial proof of our duty, eſpecially now we 
have ſo fit an opportunity. 


- Secondly, In point of gratitude. | 

__ Neither is it without reaſon that Gop requires 
this of us; becauſe he is the ſole Proprietor and 
Lord of the whole earth; ſo that we have no- 
thing but what we hold by virtue of this tenure, 
nothing but what we receive from him; and all 
that is required of us, or that he is pleaſed to ac- 
cept of in return, is only a ſmall quit-rent as it 
were out of what we poſſeſs, as an acknowledg- 
ment that it is by his favour and bleſſing that we 
enjoy it. | 

Hence it is, that, in all ages, they that were 

piouſly and devoutly diſpoſed, and had a true 

ſenſe of Gop's benefits and mercy, were always 
careful to pay this homage of duty and gratitude, 
and never thought they could do enough to any 
'0us uſe, whereby to teſtify their acknowledge 
s of Gop's dominion, and his right of pro- 
over what they had: witneſs thoſe _—_— 

| D an 
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and ſtately Cathedrals, which ſtill remain the glo- 
ry of their times, and a laſting teſtimony of mu- 
nificence to poſterity : as alſo in former times be- 
fore them, the children of -//ael, who when the 
Tabernacle was to be built for Gop's worſhip and 
ſervice, were ſo far from being backward in con- 
tributing towards it, that they preſently brought 
more than could be uſed in the building it; fo 
that the people were reſtrained from bringing any 
more, for they had enough and too much. Such 
was their pious emulation in thoſe days, and zeal 
to promote Gop's honour and ſervice. 

King David too was ſo ſenſible of Gop's good- 
neſs towards him, upon the daily ſucceſs of what- 
ever he took in hand, that he began to make it a 
matter of conſcience to live in a palace of cedar 
himſelf, and to let the ark of Gop remain within 
curtains ; this reflection gave him no peace nor 
ſatisfaction in his mind, though he was at reſt 
from all his enemies round about, it yielded him 
no real enjoyment of his happineſs, though com- 
pletely ſettled in the throne of Jrael; the plea- 
ſures of his court, and magnificence of his pa- 
lace, which uſually allay and divert thoſe thoughts, 
did but encreaſe them ſo much the more, and up- 
braid him with neglect: yea, ſuch was his zeal 
and religious affection for the houſe of Gop, that 
it brought him to this ſolemn reſolution and vow ; 
Not to ſuffer bis eyes to ſleep, nor his eye-lids to 
ſlumber, neither the temples of his head to take any 
reſt; until he had found out a place for the Temple 
of the Lord, an habitation for the Almighty God 
of Jacob. Pſalm xxxii. 4, 5. 

Now, though David, who was a man after 
God's own heart, was not permitted to ſet about 
this holy and religious work himſelf; becauſe he 
had frequently been engaged in wars, and conſe- 

; i quently 
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quently a man of blood; yet Gop, it ſeems, ac- 
cepted of his good will, in being the firſt propoſer 
of it, and he did well, it is ſaid, in that it was in 
his heart. mp _ 

And, to ſhew you that it was not a bare pro- 
poſal or pious intention that came thus into Da- 
vid's heart, but an earneſt deſire and ſincere af- 
fection he had for Gop's ſervice, and for the mag- 
nificence of his holy Temple; that though the 
glory and honour of that prodigious fabrick was 
transferred to his ſon and ſucceſſor king Solomon, 
both to begin and finiſh that work; yet king Da- 
vid, before he died, not only gave this as an eſpe- 
cial charge upon his bleſſing to his ſon ; but he 
himſelf took all imaginable care for the perform- 
ance bf it; as may appear by that vaſt prepara- 
tion of all things, both of men and money, wood 
and ſtone, and other materials made ready to his 
ſon's hands; that ſo he might ſet about it with 
ſo much the greater application and diſpatch. 
And moreover, faith holy David, Becauſe I have 
ſet my affection to the houſe of my God, I have of my 
own proper good, over and above all that I have 
prepared for the holy houſe, given even three thouſand 
talents of gold, and ſeven thouſand talents af ſilver, 
to overlay the walls of the houſe withal. 1 Chron. 
xxix. 3, 4. 

But to ſee the influence of a good example, the 
people alſo, after the king's royal bounty and ge- 
neroſity, were encouraged to contribute liberally 
and cheerfully, and rejoiced with great joy; be- 
cauſe that with perfect heart they offered willing- 
ly to the Lord: and this they did, not out of an 
opinion of their own worthineſs, but out of a due 
ſenſe of their duty and gratitude ; thereby to ac- 
knowledge Gop to be the ſole benefactor and giv- 
er of it all; But who am J, ſays good king 7 

| | Via, 
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vid, in the name of all his loving ſubjects, and what 
is my people, that we ſhould be able to offer ſo wil- 
lingly after this ſort * For all things come of thee, O 
Lord God, and of thine own have we given thee, 

With the ſame forward zeal and liberality, 
though not with the ſame magnificence, it is ob- 
ſerved, the ſecond Temple was re-built and raiſed 
out of its rubbiſh, after ſo many years captivity, 
and that too even in troublous times; wherein the 
workman was obliged with one hand to hold the 
weapon of defence, whilſt he wrought with the 
other in the work. | 

Since therefore the Lord our Gop hath given 
us reſt on every Side, ſo that there is neither ad- 
verſary nor evil occurrent z our obligations to this 
duty are ſtill ſo much the greater: For if the Jews 
deſerved reproof for neglecting to re- build the 
houſe of Gop, when under ſuch miſerable circum- 
ſtances; how much more inexcuſable muſt we 
needs be for this neglect of ours, even in the midſt 
of peace and plenty ? 

Is it a time for you, O ye, ſaith the prophet 
Haggai, to dwell in your cieled houſes, and to let 
this houſe of God lie waſte ? And is it not a ſhame 
for us to ſee this Church of ours lie thus under re- 
proach, and ruinous even to a proverb? whilſt 
the inhabitants round about us caſt the ſame in our 
teeth; and we ourſelves, with I know not what 
pretended difficulties and excuſes, endeavour to 
ſhifr it off as far from us as we can, ſaying with 
thoſe in Haggai, This is not a lime; the time that 
the Lord's houſe ſhould be built is not come: and 
can there be any thing more ſeaſonable and neceſ- 
ſary than this is, when moved by the juſt com- 
plaint of ſtrangers for want of room, which have 
occaſioned their too frequent neglect of Gop's ſer- 
vice? and when we ourſelves, pent up and confin- 

ed, 
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ed, as within curtains, to the narrow limits of this 
private chapel (if at moſt a chapel), dark and diſ- 
uniform as you ſee it is, are obliged thus to pay 
our public devotions in private as it were, and to 
worſhip the Gop of order in much confuſion ? 
Shall we then, who profeſs ourſelves Chriſti- 
ans, and worſhippers of the true Gop, and in a 
true manner, thus ſhun the light, as if aſhamed 
of our profeſſion ? when the inhabitants round 
about us are not only not aſhamed to acknowledge 
their falſe and imaginary deities, in the moſt pub- 
lic manner they are able ; but inſult us with their 
number of Churches and Pagodas, even upon our 
own territories? What is this but locking up the 
word of Gop from the reſt of mankind, and 
keeping the key of knowledge to ourſelves ? 
whereas our light ought to be diffuſive, and ſhine 
forth in a more open profeſſion of our religion, 
<< that others alſo, by ſeeing our good works, may 
<< join with us in glorifying our Father which is in 
Heaven.“ | 
I need not mention to you the inconveniences 
of this place, upon the account of its difficult 
aſcent and ſituation 3 for thoſe are but ſmall in 
reſpect to the great advantages we receive from 
it: but what is more to be lamented, it is ſuch a 
common thoroughfare, and thereby ſubject to 
all manner of indecencies and unholy profanations; 
which render it at other times more like a den of 
thieves than a houſe of prayer; ſo unſuitable to 
the ſacred holineſs of Gop's houſe, and ſo direct- 
ly oppoſite to our Saviour's example, that he for- 
bad all common and ordinary uſes to be made of 
the Temple, and would not ſuffer any man to 
carry ſo much as a veſſel through it to defile it. 
Mark xi. 16. | 
We are uſually very exact, I cannot but ob- 
ſerve 
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ſerve it, in keeping up the faſhions and cuſtoms 
of our country, and ſeem perfect maſters of thoſe 
lighter ceremoniesz and ſhould we not much ra- 
ther endeavour to preſerve theſe weightier mat-⸗ 
ters, the dignity of our Religion, and the unifor- 
mity of its worſhip, by keeping up the canons and 
rubrics of our Church, with the appointed forms 
and ceremonies thereof? And how is it poſſible 
to keep any form, decency, or order (which is the 
very beauty of holineſs) when we are thus irregu- 
larly crowded together ? 

We all, I preſume, profeſs ourſelves members 
of the Church of England, and rejoice in that cha- 
rater of being accounted true Churchmen; and is 
there none, of all the ſons and daughters which 
ſhe hath brought up, to take her by the hand, 
and lift her up out of her ruins? none to have 
pity upon her, nor grieved to ſee her in the duſt? 
Surely our bowels could not but yern, had we 
any bowels of mercy left, to fee our natural mo- 
ther lie thus diſconſolate, deſtitute, and forlorn, 
to whom (next to Gop) we owe our temporal be- 
ing; and ought we not much rather to have com- 
paſſion on her, to whom, by Gov's bleſſing, we 
owe our ſpiritual welfare? Can a woman forget 
her ſucking child, that ſhe ſhould not have compaſſion 
on the ſon of her womb ? yea, ſaith Gop, they may 
forget, ſpeaking to the Church; yet will I not for- 
ſake thee, Iſai. xlix. 15. 

God's love to his Church, we ſee, is conſtant 
and perpetual, and he will always preſerve it with 
his almighty preſence, whether we remember it or 
not, even unto the end of the world ; but, ſhall 
we not hereby become very ungrateful to neglect 
ſo gracious and merciful a Saviour, into whoſe 
Church we were baptized, confirmed, and 

brought 
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brought up, and at whoſe table we are continu- 
ally eating and drinking ? 

But further, we are ſtill obliged to ſet forward 
this work, by another moſt neceſſary and indiſpen- 
ſable duty, and that is Reſtitution. Now, though 
each of us here may ſay, Our hands have not done 
this wickedneſs, neither have our eyes ſeen it; yet by 
our connivance at it, our hearts ſeem to have con- 
ſented thereunto; and ſacrilege is a ſin of that 
malignant influence, that though the fact com- 
mitted was but by a few, or by one ſingle perſon; 
yet the guilt is diffuſive, and cries aloud to Gop 
for vengeance, not only upon him or them that 
did it, but upon a whole community. As in the 
caſe of Achan, God puniſhed the whole camp of 
Tfrael, and charged his wickedneſs upon them all 
laying, Iſrael bath finned; for they bave taken 
of the accurſed thing, and they have alſo ſtolen and 
diſſembled. Joſh. vii. 11. 

And will a man rob God ? yet ye have robbed me, 
faith the prophet Malachi to the ſacrilegious Jews: 
but ye ſay, Wherein have we robbed bim? In for- 
faking the houſe of Gop, and neglecting to build 
it up; in not reſtoring the wages of the ſervant 
and hireling, which of us have been kept back; 
and the charitable contributions of the fatherleſs 
and widow, which have been perverted and miſ- 
applied by the people of this land, till cry; and 
the cries of them that have. watched on the wall 
are entered into the ears of the Lord of Saboath ; 
and ſhall not I viſit for theſe things, ſaith the Lord? 
ſhall not my ſoul be avenged of ſuch a nation as 
this? 

For conſider, ſaith the prophet Haggai, and re- 
fleft upon your ways; ye looked for much, and lo, it 
came to little; and when Ye brought it home, 3 40 

| 2 
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blow upon it; and why? ſaith the Lord of hoſts : 
becauſe of mine houſe that is waſte, and ye run every 
man to his own bouſe : therefore the Heaven over you 
is ſtayed from dew, and the earth is ſtayed from her 
ruit, And I wiſh there was not reaſon to make 
this melancholy application to ourſelves: Hath 
there any one ever yet returned home from this 
proce in peace, to enjoy the bleſſings of his native 
and, with the fruits of his labours, ſince the time 
that this Houſe of Gop hath lain waſte? For from 
the leaſt to the greateſt every one is given to covetouſ- 
neſs, and from the Prophet to the Prieſt every one bath 
dealt very treacherouſiy. Jer. vi. 13. 

But whatever judgments of reproach or po- 
verty the long neglect of this ſacred building, al- 
moſt for the ſpace of thirty years, hath brought 
upon our nation, our forefathers or ourſelves, ſure- 
ly the rebuilding of it, in the beſt manner we are 
able, is the likelieſt means of averting Gop's an- 
ger, and of bringing variety of bleſſings upon us, 
and our poſterity after us. And therefore upon 
us it lies to ſee that it be done; upon us, I ſay, 
who have the greateſt ſhare and intereſt in the be- 
nefit; and this, I hope, will be inducement ſuf- 
ficient to go and ſet about this neceſſary work; 
which was the ſecond thing propoſed to be conſi- 
dered; namely, 


II. The encouragement here propoſed for the 
doing this work, For the Lord is with thee. And 
what greater encoutagement could we wiſh for or 
deſire, than to have the Lord on our ſide: for if 
he be for us, who can be againſt us? The Lord is 
my light, and my ſalvation, ſaith the Royal Pſalm- 
iſt ,*whom then ſhall I fear? The Lord is the ſtrength 
of my life, of whom then ſhall I be afraid? Gop's 
favour is our greateſt happineſs, and his loving 

kindneſs 
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kindneſs better than the life itſelf. His mercy 
uſually entails a bleſſing upon his people, and his 
faithfulneſs remains upon children's children; it 
affords the moſt comfortable aſſurance of happineſs 
in this life, and will be the very perfection of our 
enjoyments in the next, . | 
For Go is not unrighteous to forget ſuch works 
and labour of love; and when he is pleaſed with 
us, what may we not hope for or expect from 
him? All theſe bleſſings ſhall come upon thee, and 
overtake thee, faith Moſes, ſpeaking to the children 
of Iſrael; if thou ſhalt hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God + bleſſed ſhalt thou be in the city, and 
bleſſed ſhalt thou be in the field : bleſſed ſhall be the fruit 
of thy body, and the fruit of thy ground, the fruit of 
thy cattle, the increaſe of thy kine, and the flocks of 


thy ſheep : bleſſed ſhall be thy baſket, and bleſſed ſhall 


be thy ſtore: bleſſed ſhalt thou be when thou comeſt in, 


and bleſſed ſhalt thou be when thou goeſt out. Deut. 


xxviii. 2, 3, 4, 5» 6. 

Theſe and many more ſuch bleſſings are pro- 
miſed to obedience in general, and therefore may 
well be expected from this ſhining inſtance of it, 
our charity in particular; and of all the gracious 

romiſes made to recommend charity in general, 
this of building and repairing Churches is in the 
higheſt degree the moſt commendable and praiſe- 
worthy, inaſmuch as it is of all others the moſt 
excellent ſort of it; deſigned more immediately 
for the ſervice of Gop, and coming to us in the 
name of the Lord. 25 

Lou have heard of the bleſſing that attended 
the ark of Gop ; how the Lord bleſſed the houſe 
of Obed-edom, and all that pertained unto him, 
becauſe of the ark of Gop, which remained in his 
houſe; and if the receiving of the ark of Gop 
into his houſe was ſo well-pleaſing in his fight, 

| how 
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how much more acceptable may we ſuppoſe the 
building an houſe for its reception and uſe? 

But who is able, ſays Solomon, to build an houſe 
for God; ſeeing the Heaven, and the Heaven of 
Heavens cannot contain him ? much leſs that houſe 
which he had built for him, though the moſt 
magnificent in all the world. But ſince it pleaſed 
Go, out of mere love and condeſcenſion to man- 
kind, to have his Temple here on earth, and to 
place his name there ; this was what induced that 
wiſe king in erecting that glorious and ſtately fa- 
brick, to make up in ornament what it wanted in 
extent; and, ſince it was in vain he ſaw, to en- 
large its dimenſions, he reſolved to adorn it. fo 
much the more with richneſs, and beauty, and 
excellency of workmanſhip. 

Now, though we cannot pretend to parallel 
thoſe great and ſhining examples of Moſes his Ta- 
bernacle or Solomon's Temple, either in ſplendor 
or magnificence, yet ſtill we may in ſome pro- 
portionate degree imitate- their zeal and affection 
for Gop's honour, by a pious emulation to the 
utmoſt of our abilities; our honeſt endeavours 
will prove never the worſe for having ſo bright 
an example before us: for acts of charity, and 
other good works, like the ſacrifices of old, are 
accepted, not according to the value of the offer- 
ing, but according to the ability and good will of 
the offerer; the perſon under the law, who was 
not able to, bring a lamb, was to bring two tur- 
tles or two young pigeons; and in building the 
Tabernacle, goats hair and badgers ſkins were an 
offering, ſufficient from thoſe who had not where- 
withal to give more; according to this ſame. rule 
of proportion, the widow's two mites, we read of 
inthe goſpel, were looked upon as a greater preſent 
than all the offerings of the rich put together a 

a 
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they did caſt in of their abundance into the treaſury; 
but ſhe of ber want did caſt in all that ſhe had, even 
all her living, Mark xxi. 44. 

So that if there be firſt a willing mind, which 
all may have, and none can be without, it is ac- 
cepted according to what a man hath, and not 
according to what he hath not; a willing mind, 
I ſay, for that 1s the life and ſoul of dene ions; 
it is that which conquers all difficulties, and ren- 
ders all excuſes vain. And, ſince St Paul aſſures 
us, that Gop proportions the quality of the bleſſ- 
ing to the quantity of the gift, this ſhould alſo en- 
courage us to do all that ever we can in this mat- 
ter, and even to ſtraiten ourſelves to do Gop ſer- 
vice, when need ſhall ſo require it: For be that 
| ſoweth ſparingly ſhall reap ſparingly, and be that 
ſowetb bountifully ſhall reap alſo bountifully ; but let 
every man do according as be is diſpoſed in his heart, 
not grudgingly, or of neceſſity, but willingly and cheer- 
fully, for God loveth a cheerful giver : we need not 
be afraid of loſing any thing laid out after this 
manner; for we have the beſt ſecurity, when 
Gop himſelf ſtands bound for it, and is engaged 
for the payment; it is laying up in ſtore a por- 
tion for hereafter, and a good foundation for the 
time to come. 

Moreover, we ſee the uſefulneſs of good works, 
in that they conduce both tothe honour of Gop, and 
the intereſt of our religion; to Gop's honour, by 
| Promoting his ſervice and worſhip; to the intereſt 
of our religion, by preventing any cauſeleſs ſepa- 
ration from its communion ; it is alſo a credit and 
advantage to the whole iſland, inaſmuch as reli- 
gion is, or ought to be, the chief concern and 
buſineſs of our whole lives; and when there is ſuch 
a convenient proviſion made for the free and open 
profeſſion of it, it will be an encouragement to 2 

an 
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and a public indication of our faith and integrity. 
Beſides, it is our ſureſt guard and defence againſt 
Popery, and a moſt powerful argument and bul- 
wark againſt Difſenters ; a place of continual re- 
ſort in proſperity, and our greateſt ſafe- guard in 
time of adverſity. 1 

If ever, therefore, we expect to ſee this iſland 
flouriſh and increaſe in honour, wealth, and pow- 
er; if ever we hope for God's mercy and pro- 
tection, or deſire the light of his countenance to 
ſhine either upon our counſels or endeavours, our 
families or ourſelves, may we date theſe bleſſings 
from the day that the foundation of this Church 
is laid? and may this Blefling, not confined to 
time or place, diffuſe itſelf beyond the circle of 
this royal ſettlement unto the neighbouring facto- 
ries round about us! may their merchants carry 
out little, and bring in much; and when they 
have brought it home, may Gop breathe upon it, 
and multiply it exceedingly | 

Then may we ſay with holy David; Thou ſhalt 
ariſe, O Lord, and have mercy upon Sion: for it is 
time that thou have mercy upon her; yea the time is 
come; and why? even becauſe thy ſervants think 
upon her ſtones, and it pitieth them to ſee her in the 
duſt. Then ſhall the heathen fear thy Name, O 
Lord, and all the kings of the earth thy majeſty ; 
even when the Lord ſhall build up Sion, and when 
bis Glory ſhall appear. This ſhall be written for a 
memorial of us to thoſe that come after, and the 
people which ſhall be born ſhall praiſe the Lord, Pfal. 
C11. I 18. | 

| In word ; may thoſe be exalted to the higheſt 
degree of glory, and ſhine forth as ſtars of the 
firſt magnitude, that ſhall be thus happily in- 
ſtrumental in promoting Gop's honour, in con- 
verting men from the error of their ways, and in 
% C turning 
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turning many to righteouſneſs ! May Gop Al- 
mighty ſo ſtir up the minds of his faithful people, 
that every one that hath but little, may do his 
diligence to give of that little; and may others 
be bountiful, as Gop hath enabled them ! may 
we all by this means ſecure to ourſelves the con- 
tinuance of Gop's favour ; and may our charity 
ſtill ſpread itſelf more and more, till it cover a 
multitude of our ſins! Laſtly, may the bleſſing 
of God attend this labour and work of ours, that 
our Saviour CHRIST may have a Church here 
amongſt us dedicated to his ſervice; and that we 
ourſelves alſo may at laſt be preſented a glorious 
Church to CarisT the head of it, not having 
ſpot or wrinkle or any ſuch thing ; but that it 
may be holy and without blemiſh !

AVI N G had the honour of paying my reſpects 

to your Lordſhip a little before I left 
England, I remember the charge you were pleaſed 
to lay upon me, the giving your Lordſhip ſome 
account of this iſland, and the ſtate of religion 
here; the particulars of which I hope you will ex- 
cuſe, not having as yet been ſufficiently inſtructed 
in the manners and cuſtoms of the inhabitants of 
this Place; but, generally ſpeaking, they are a 
people wholly given up to idolatry and ſuperſti- 

| | C 3 tion, 
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tion, ignorant and poor; they conſiſt chiefly of 
Moors, Gentous, . Partugueſe and Cooley Chriſtians, 
ſome converts which the Portugueſe have made by 
marrying into their families, the better to Ingra- | 
tiate themſelves with the natives, 

The whole iſland in circumference is about 
twenty miles, and eight in length, much healthier 
than heretofore, or than is uſually reported; 
which may be attributed not only to the prohibit- 
ing the Buckſho, the ſmaller ſort of Fiſh, with 
which they uſed to dung their ground and trees in 
theſe parts; but to the ſtopping up and repairing 
ſeveral ſea-breaches, which formerly overflowed a 
third part of the iſland. The ſoil itſelf is poor 
and-barren, a landy rock, producing little elſe 
beſides Batty, Coco-nuts and a few Greens; how- 
ever we are plentifully ſupplied with variety of 
proviſions from the neighbouring coaſts; Syrah 
Wine, which is our chief liquor, we have-from 
Perſia, very ſirqng and who! lelome, but not ſo well 
taſted ; Arrack from Goa or Retavia 1 and extra- 
ordinary good Wheat from Surat, with which we 
make the beſt bread in all India. We have three 

ood forts here, and one ſtrong built 'and\ well 
fortified caſtle. 0 

The number of inhabitants, together with the 
Zngliſb, are reckoned about 16000 ſouls, of diffe- 
rent languages as well as religions; the Maors and 
Gentaus have their Moſques and Pegoda's, the 
Portugneſe ſeveral, I think- five Churches, ſup- 

lied with Padres and Clerico's from Goa; but the 
g % have only a private Chapel for their pub- 
lic Devotion. Here are indeed the remains of a 
ſpacious Church formerly intended, but never 
brought to perfection, the ruins of which: are to 
this day a ſtanding monument of reproach to us 


among the heathen to a proverb; but this re- 
proach 
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proach we hope in a little time to wipe off, having 
already gotten conſiderable large contributions 
from the neighbouring factories, as well as this 
place, in order to rebuild it; which good deſign I 
hope your Lordſhip will not think it amiſs to ap- 
prove of and encourage. Another favour I have 
to beg, to know what name your Lordſhip will 
pleaſe to give it when finiſhed; and whether my 
reading Prayers in it will ſuffice, for want of a 
regular Conſecration. 

I am ſenſible of the many inconveniences I 
ſuſtain in not being ſo happy as to live under 
your Lordſhip's more immediate inſpection and 
guidance; and could wiſh that all the Canons 
and Rubrics of our Church (which I ſhall always 
endeavour to keep up and maintain as the ſureſt 
guide and ſafeguard of our Church, eſpecially 
here in thoſe remote parts) were as ſtrictly ob- 
ſerved by the inhabitants of this place, as of any 
other part of your Lordſhip's dioceſe ; but I 
hope, my Lord, you will pardon the many im- 
perfections of this kind, which, by reaſon of the 
narrow limits of our private Chapel we are at pre- 
ſent confined to, cannot well be avoided ; aſſur- 
ing your Lordſhip a more exact conformity to, 
and- I hope uniformity of, the Rites and Cere- 
monies of our Church, when we ſhall have open- 
ed a greater door and more effectual, towards

where they ſwarm with Padres and Clericos to 
above the third part of the inhabitants : they 
amule the people here with their pageantry and 
fine ſhews, keeping them in ignorance and po- 
verty together. 

I defire you would intercede for us to the — 
ourable Court of Directors, Sc. to ſend us 
Schoolmaſter or two, ſuch as are brought up 
your 
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your Charity-ſchools, well verſed in the ways and 
methods of teaching: for here is a large field and 
encouragement ſufficient. Here is variety of 
worſhip and different ſorts of religion tolerated ; 
ſo that you may fee idolatry and IR 
abound almoſt in every quarter. 

Mr Stevenſon and Mr Long are both well at 
Madras, though I have not yet heard from them. 
I am pretty well inured to this country climate, 
though it is comfortably warm before the mon- 
ſoons, which are continual rains falling conſtantly 
in the heat of ſummer, and laſting generally from 
the beginning of June till the latter end of Sep- 
tember, and not a drop of rain to ſpeak of all the 

ear after. The iſland is much healthier now 

than heretofore, or than is commonly reported; 
which may be owing to the late order of prohi- 
biting the inhabitants dunging their ground and 
trees with fiſh, and to the ſtopping up ſeveral 
breaches of the ſea,” which formerly overflowed a 
third part of the iſland; ſo that with a little care 
and caution one may live here as comfortably as

But, 
Gentlemen, I am ſorry to find your Chriſtian 
zeal, ſo much ſpoken of in theſe foreign parts, 
ſo degenerate and confined, as not to extend it- 
ſelf beyond the bounds of your own territories 
but upon conditions. I always thought that 
acts of charity, and other good works, ought to 
be left to the free diſpoſal of every benefactor ; 
or elſe where is the thanks, or what difference is 
there between Chriſtians and Heathens ? Such 
bartering of charity will avail us but little here 
and ſmall, I doubt, hereafter will be the return 
of ſuch provident bounty. | 
As to the objection you were pleaſed to make 
againſt our deſign, or rather againit the manner 
of executing it, I ſhall give you this ſhort, and 
I hope ſatisfactory anſwer. The deſign of our 
Church, as well as the manner of it, was at firſt 
propoſed ſome years ago by our predeceſſors; 
: and 
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and finding the walls, which ſtill remain, were 
ſound and good, already raiſed and prepared to 
our hands; it. was thought more adviſeable to 
carry on and finiſh what they had begun, than 
to undertake the laying of a new foundation. 
And as to the rearing up of a fabrick, which you 
imagine rather magnificent than uſeful ; I think 
it not at all diſproportionate to the number of 
our inhabitants, at leaſt not to the expected in- 
creaſe of them; neither is it in my opinion un- 
ſuitable, unleſs it be in the defect, to the dignity 
and honour of our royal ſettlement, 

And now, Gentlemen, I hope you will be 
pleaſed to anſwer me; pray, what object or de- 
fign can there be more beneficial or deſerving 
our Charity, than the employing it in the imme- 
diate ſervice of Gop ? or what more prepoſterous 
to our Chriſtian profeſſion, than to ſet up a Poor- 
ſchool in competition with our Mother-Church ? 
Inprimis venerare Deum, is an old maxim, ſound 
and orthodox; and the erecting of Charity - ſchools 
is no doubt of very great uſe, noble and com- 
mendable, but not comparable I hope to that of 
building of Churches, how remote ſoever you 
make it to religion. | 

Gentlemen, I ſhould not have mentioned th 

contributions to your Church, that have been for- 
merly made by the inhabitants of this place, had 
you preſented us freely; but if the common ties 
of Chriftianity cannot prevail, yet even thoſe of 
humanity and gratitude might, one would think, 
have ſome fort of influence, eſpecially over grate- 
ful and generous fouls, and eſpecially where there 
is an ability to perform it. 
I know, Gentlemen, that charity begins for the 
moſt part with ourſelves, and is always ready to 
look firſt at home, before it preſumes to _ * 
. Ile 
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itſelf abroad; yet, however, your good wiſhes for 
the ſucceſs of our undertaking, which would not 
have coſt much, would have been accepted of I 
dare ſay in part of payment, and a handſome de- 
nial, as half the requeſt. 

May the great Gop direct and proſper your en- 
deavours, and may you out- ſhine your predeceſſors 
in piety and good works, as they have out- ſnone 
thoſe that have gone before them!

H AVING this opportunity of paying my 

reſpects, I thought myſelf obliged for the 
many favours received, to continue this ſmall tri- 
bute of a grateful acknowledgement. 

In my laſt I promiſed your Worſhip ſome ac- 
count of the ceremony in opening our new Church, 
which was performed according to Governor 
Boone's order, in the following mannner. | 

On Chriſtmas-day laſt, 1718, the Governor 
and Council, attended by the 125 Merchants, Mi- 
litary, Fc. Inhabitants of the place, proceedin 
from the Fort in great order to the Church, 7 
approaching the great door at the weſt end, were 
met by the Chaplain in his proper habit, and in- 
troduced repeating the twenty-fourth P/alm, with 
the Gloria Patri. The Church was dreſſed with 
palm branches and plantin trees, the pillars adorn- 
ed with wreaths of greens, aud the double croſſes 
over the arches looked like ſo many ſtars in the 
firmament. Service began as uſual on Chriſtmas- 
day, but with this additional ſatisfaction, the mak. 
ing a new Chriſtian the ſame day in our new 
Church; a good omen, I hope, of a future increaſe : 
the Governor, Mrs Parker and Mrs Crommelin, ſtood 
goſſips; who came down to the font in time of 
divine ſervice, where the child was baptized ac- 
cording to order, by the name of Suſanna ; a whole 
croud of black people ſtanding round about, Ram- 
magee and all his caſt, who were ſo well pleaſed 
with the decency and regularity of our way of 
% orſhip, that they ſtood it out the whole ſervice. 

Sermon 
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Sermon ended, J/aiab lvi. 7 the Governor, Sc. 
Council and Ladies repaired to the veſtry, where 
havingdrank ſucceſs to the new Church in a glaſs of 
Sack, the whole Town returned to the Governor's 
lodgings within the fort; where was a ſplendid - 
entertainment, wine and muſic, and abundance 
of good cheer. After dinner the Governor be- 
gan Church and King, according to cuſtom; but 
upon this occaſion an additional complement of 
21 great guns from the fort, which were anſwer- 
ed by the European ſhips in the harbour; with ſe- 
veral other healths, drinking and firing till almoſt 
four a clock ; and leſt ſo good an opportunity 
mould lip, by the Governor's leave I brought in 
the ſubſcription-book, and got above two thouſand 
four hundred rupees to our Church, of which the 
Governor, for example's ſake, launched out one 
thouſand rupees himſelf. We have not yet quite 
finiſhed the Tower, on which there is a ſteeple de- 
ſigned to be built, and raiſed, in order for a ſea- 
mark, as high as we can tower it, | 
As to the Church itſelf, it is indeed a ſtructure 
deſervedly admired for its ſtrength and beauty, 
neatneſs and uniformity, but more eſpecially for 
its echo; the roof of it being arched with three re- 
gular arches of ſtone, ſupported by two rows of 
pillars and pillaſters on each fide, with a large 
ſemi-dome at the eaſt end to receive the com- 
munion table, like that of St Paul's, London, al- 
. cending by three ſteps, and a rail to ſeparate it from 
the body of the Church. Its fituation is very 
commodious, in the midſt of the inhabitants, with- 
in the Town-wall, and at a due diftance from the 
fort. As to its extent, it is larger than either of 

the Engliſb Churches at Madras or Bengal, or any 
of the Portugueſe Churches here; ſuitable, in ſome 

5 ia meaſure, 
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meaſure to the dignity of our Royal Settlement, | 
and big enough for a Cathedral. a 
Thus was the ceremony of opening Bombay 
Church performed with all the public demonſtra- 
tions of joy, with that decency and good order, 
as was ſuitable to the ſolemnity. As to other 
matters relating thereunto, your Worſhip will ex- 
cuſe me the particulars; begging leave to be re- 
ferred to Captain Euſtace Peacock, who was an eye- 
witneſs to the ſame, and can better inform you 
word of mouth.

Church at Bombay, but that having received no 
anſwer, you have ventured to open it without 
them. I promiſed to make enquiry into the rea- 
ſon of that omiſſion. I have ſince had an oppor- 
tunity to aſk Dr 4{ry, Chaplain to the Biſhop, 
who looking among his papers, ſhewed me your 
letter; and though he was doubtful to hat that 
neglect ſhould be aſcribed, yet at laſt he conclud- 
ed that he could not be accountable for it, becauſe 
he found by the indorfement it had lain ſome 
time in the Secretary's hands, before it was de- 
livered to him.

Pray ye likewiſe for his Royal Highneſs George 
Prince of Wales, the Princeſs, and their Iſſue, 
and all the Royal Family. 

In like manner alſo are ye to pray for thoſe, 
who are rightly ordained to ſerve at Gop's Altar, 
the Clergy of our Land, by what names or titles 
ſoever dignified or diſtinguiſhed, whether Arch- 
biſhops, — Prieſts or Deacons; eſpecially 
for the moſt Reverend Father in Gov, William 

by divine Providence Lord Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, and for the right Reverend Father in 
Gop, Jobn by divine Permiſſion Lord Biſhop of 
London, our Metropolitan and Dioceſan. 

Pray ye likewiſe for the King's moſt Honour- 
able Privy Council, for all the Nobility and Ma- 
giſtracy of his realms ; particularly for the Hon- 
ourable United Company of Merchants of England 
trading to the Eaſt Indies. 

Pray ye alſo for the Commons of our land : 
And that there be never wanting a conſtant ſup- 
ply of fit perſons to do Gop ſervice in Church 
and State, let us beſeech him to proſper the two 
famous Univerſities of England, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge; to grant that in theſe, and in all other 

laces more immediately ſet apart to his honour 
and glory, religion and learning, virtue and good 
manners, and whatſoever elſe is commendable 
and praiſe-worthy, may for ever flouriſh and 


abound. | by 
Laſtly, let us come to him for a bleſſing upon ry 
ourſelves; to bleſs all orders and degrees of 0 


men amongſt us, from the higheſt to the loweſt;

And in praying, we of this place ought more 
eſpecially to pray for thoſe that are at ſea; that 
Gop would ſecure to us our trade and ſhipping; 
(and that they may paſs theſe parts with greater ſe- 
curity upon their lawful occafions, that he would 
vouchſafe to proſper the arms of his ſervants, and 
the fleet in which they ſail with ſucceſs and vifory ;) 
that he would protect and ſave them in all dan- 
gers, and ſo guide them with his almighty pre- 
ſence, that they may return in ſafety to their 
deſired port, to declare the wonders which Goo 
hath done, and to rejoice in him in whom they

For mine Houſe ſhall be called an Houſe of Prayer 
for all people. 


FEXER AVING at length by Gop's aſſiſtance, 
* and the unanimous and hearty con- 
NN currence of its benefactors, raiſed this 
Church to that beautiful proſpect in 
which we now behold it; what can 
we do better in reaſon and gratitude, at this time 
and in this place thus joyfully met together, than 
render Almighty Go our great benefactor our 
humble and hearty thanks for the ſame? by praiſ- 
ing and adoring his moſt glorious Name, not only 
for the bleſſing which we this day commemorate, 
the myſterious Incarnation and Birth of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt; but for affording us this occaſion 
of fulfilling our joy, in that he hath enabled us 
to ſet up the Houſe of Gop, and to repair the 
ruins and deſolations of it. 
Many were the titles of honour in the Old Teſ- 
tament conferred upon the Jewiſh Temple at Je- 
ruſalem, in order to keep up that reſpect and re- 
verence that was due to it; and in order to pre- 
vent any the leaſt abuſe or profanation of it: Ac- 
cordingly we find it ſtiled by Go D himſelf the 
tent which Gop had pitched among men; the 
hill of Sion which he loved; his dwelling; his 
courts; and his glorious ſanctuary; a fair place; 
and the joy of the whole earth; the high and holy 
place inhabited by the high and lofty One; the 
preſence of Gop; and the place which G op had 
choſen out of all the earth to put his Name there. 
G 4 And 
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And in the New Teſtament the ſame holy Tem- 
ple was honoured with no leſs title than the figure 
of the heavens; the pattern of that true tabernacle 
not made with hands, where the glorious Majeſty 
of God more peculiarly reſides. 

Now though we cannot compare any of our 
Churches with that glorious and magnificent 
ſtructure of King Solomon, to which thoſe honour- 
able titles did ſo eminently belong, the Temple 
of Jeruſalem being the place above all others in 
which Gop was pleaſed to fix his Name; yet we 
truſt his Name, his Dwelling and favourable Pre- 
ſence is equally in every one of them, and in 
this alſo, which is here erected for his ſervice and 
worſhip. 

In this therefore the Chriſtian Chuch becomes 
not inferior to the Jewiſh Temple for matter of 
ſpiritual uſe and benefit; inaſmuch as in the one 
the daily ſacrifice of ſlain beaſts was conſtantly 


to be offered to the Gop of //rael, in the other 


the daily ſacrifice of Prayer and Praiſe is conti- 
nually to be performed to the ſame Gop ; nay 
the Chriſtian Church hath this preeminence above 
the Jewiſh place of worſhip, not only as it pre- 
ſenteth a more perfect ſacrifice, but becauſe it is 
deſigned for a much larger extent and communi- 
cation; the one having admitted but few proſe- 
lytes to its devotion, the other being capable of 
receiving whole nations to the faith; according 
to that remarkable prediction of the Prophet here 
before us. 

Alſo the ſons of the ſtranger, that join themſelves 
to the Lord, to ſerve him, and to love the Name of 
the Lord, t: be his ſervants, every one that keepeth 
the ſabbath from polluting it, and that taketh hold of 
my covenant: even them will I bring to my holy moun- 
tain, and make them joyful in my Houſe of * 

ber 
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their burnt-offerings and their ſacrifices ſhall be ac- 
cepted upon mine altar; for mine Houſe ſhall be call- 
ed an Houſe of Proyer for all people. 

From the conſideration of which words, I ſhall 
endeavour to do theſe three things : 


I. I ſhall enquire into the neceſſary duty and 
benefit of Prayer, eſpecially that which is 
publicly made uſe of in the Houſe of Gop. 


II. I ſhall recommend to you the manner of 

performing this our public devotion, with 

ſome uſeful circumſtances conducive there- 
unto. 


III. I ſhall lay before you the univerſality of 
this duty, by the enlargement of Chriſt's 
Church, here foretold in my text, with ſome 
proper inferences ſuitable to this ſolemnity. 


I. Then I am to enquire into the neceſſa 
duty and benefit of Prayer, eſpecially that 
which is publicly made uſe of in the Houſe 
of Gon. | 

Amongſt the ſeveral] duties enjoined us in holy 

ſcripture, there is none more acceptable to Gop, 
nor of greater uſe and benefit to mankind, than 
Prayer; a duty which we ought continually to 
be engaged in, as long as we remain in this ſub- 
lunary world, and which muſt be conſtantly at- 
tended both in public and private as our never- 
ceaſing ſacrifice. 
Prayer is of all others a duty of that impor- 
tance, that it is productive of the greateſt bleſs- 
ings we enjoy; a duty the ofteneſt inculcated to 
us, by reaſon of the neceſſity and advantages that 
attend it; it is as neceſſary as any, becauſe we 
always ſtand in need of the divine aſſiſtance for 
| our 
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our daily ſupport and preſervation; and as be- 
neſicial as any, becauſe without it, nothing can 
well be expected at Gop's hand: For as every 
good and perfect gift is from above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights; ſo is he always 
ready to grant whatſoever we ſhall aſk or call upon 
him for, who giveth it is ſaid liberally, and up- 
braideth not; who is nigh unto all them that call 
upon him faithfully; it is alſo as acceptable as 
any, becauſe we thereby acknowledge an al- 
mighty providence over us, and give Gop the 
glory of his divine attributes. 
And this is what we are obliged to, not be- 
cauſe Gop either will not or cannot give without 
aſking; but becauſe he appointed Prayer, as the 
uſual means of obtaining what we want, or call 
upon him for; he knows no doubt what we have 
need of before we aſk him, and is ready to give 
us more than either we deſire or deſerve; yet to 
the intent that we might acknowledge him to be 
the Author and Giver of all good things, and be- 
have ourſelves thankfully to him for the ſame, he 
hath wiſely ordained, that we ſhould humble 
ourſelves in his ſight, and pour out our hearts 
before him in Prayer; that ſo by this means we 
may have a continual ſupply of comfort upon any 
occaſion, and find grace to help in time of need. 
And here by Prayer, we may underſtand all 
manner of ſervice we owe to Gop, whether it be 
reading, hearing, praiſeorthankſgiving ; all theſe 
being included as a part of Gop's ſervice; but 
Prayer of all others being accounted the chiefeſt, 
Gov's Houſe is therefore in all probability empha- 
tically called, the Houſe of Prayer. As Prayer 
then was the chief end of our creation, ſo it ought 
to be the principal part of our moſt ſolemn devo- 
tion, whenſoever we come into the Houſe of Gon, 
; | to 
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to praiſe and honour his holy Name in whoſe 
reſence we are, to worſhip and fall down, and 
_—_ before him. 
To this conſtant and religious courſe of duty 
towards Gop we owe all the benefits and bleſſings 
we enjoy; it is this that keeps up the intercourſe 
and communion between Gop and us, which 
otherwiſe would ceaſe, be interrupted. and broken 
off, ſhould we diſcontinue our addreſſes and ſup- 
lications before him; it is this that continues a 
ucceſſion of Gop's mercies, and the more thank- 
ful we are for them, the more they are increaſed, 
And foraſmuch as Prayer and Thanksgiving give 
us frequent opportunities, as at all times ſo more 
eſpecially at this, to proſtrate ourſelves in the 
preſence of Gop, with hearts full of joy, grati- 
tude and chearfulneſs, for thoſe unſpeakable mer- 
cies vouchſafed to us by our Saviour, and for the 
additional ſolemnity of this great day. 

For the due ſolemnization therefore of theſe 
and ſuch like public inſtances of Gop's favour, 
the royal Pſalmiſt ſends us directly to the Houſe 
of Gop; O go your way into his gates with thanks- 
giving, and into his courts with praiſe z be thankful 
unto him, and ſpeak good of his Name, Pſal. c. 3. 

For which reaſon the public Service and Prayers 
of the Church have always been eſteemed prefer- 
able to thoſe that are done in private; and this 
we have univerſally confirmed by the voice of 
nature, reaſon and experience; inaſmuch as the 
more public and unanimous our acknowledg- 
ments are, the more do they tend to the glory 
of Gop, and the edification of his people. 

Beſides, Gop hath ordered his never-failing 
bleſſing to wait continually at his own Houſe ; 
here it is that Chriſt hath promiſed his gracious 
aſſiſtance in a more eſpecial manner: For where 

Two 
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two or three are gathered together in my Name, 
faith our Saviour, there am 1 in the midſt of them. 
And if the Prayers of a few be ſo prevalent and 
powerful, how much more effectual are the united 
devotions of many of us here met together in the 
Houſe of Gop. 

Now as to the particular form of ſuch public 
devotions, there have been in al! ages of the 
Church divers-Liturgies or forms of Common 
Prayer preſcribed and ſuited to the various exigen- 
cies of times and places; ſuch as that of St James 


of Jeruſalem, St Mark at Alexandria, as likewiſe 


thoſe of St Clement, St Bafil, St Cbryſaſtom, and 
St Ambroſe; each having their ſeveral forms of 
devotion compoſed for the uſe of the ſeveral 
Churches they preſided over ; from the ſeveral 


forms of ſuch ancient Liturgies both of the Greek 


and Latin Churches, though corrupted by length 
of time in matters of faith as well as ceremonies, 
the Church of England hath compiled her moſt 
excellent form of Prayer, extracting from them 
nothing but what was truly primitive, pure and 
uncorrupted, being exactly agreeable to the rule 
of holy ſcripture, which is the ſtandard of our 
faith. 

And as to the real excellencies of our Engliſh 
Liturgy, the form of Common Prayer made uſe 
of by the Church of England, and appointed to 
be read every Morning and Evening; I fhall 
here beg leave to tranſcribe that public teſtimony 
and mark of approbation given-of it by the ge- 
neral conſent of our nation in King Edward VI. 
reign, anno 1548, when the book of Common 
Prayer was at firſt compiled, terming it;“ The 
form of a very godly order, agreeable to the 
word of Gop, and the primitive Church, very 
66 comfortable to all good people deſiring to live 
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« in Chriſtian converſation, and moſt profitable 
t to the eſtate of this realm, upon the which the 
«©. mercy, favour and bleſſing of Almighty Gop 
« js in no wiſe ſo readily and plentifully poured, 
& as'by Common Prayer, due uſing the Sacra- 
« ments, and often preaching the Goſpel, with 
& the deyotion of the hearers.”.- 

Add to this that other, yet far more honour- 
able teſtimony received from that memorable 
Act of Parliament that at firſt eſtabliſned it, de- 
claring the performance of it; viz. The Li- 
t“ turgy or Common Prayer, to be- finiſhed by 
tc the extraordinary aid and - aſſiſtance of the 
ba. Holy Ghoſt.” 4 5 5 Gong * 25 

So that to ſay the leaſt of it that may be ſaid 
to the praiſe and honour of our excellent Liturgy; 
there is not a more primitive and compleat, a 
more ſound and orthodox collection of public 
Prayers preſcribed and made uſe of in any part 
of the Chriſtian Church this day in the whole 
world; to which alſo may be added the blood of 
the learned compilers of it, ſome of which was 
ſhed at the beginning of the Reformation, as a 
ſeal in confirmation of its truth and excellency ; 
as likewiſe the blood of the royal martyr King 
Charles I. our martyred Sovereign, the greateſt 
glory and bulwark of our Church, as our Church 
is the ſupport and ornament of the Reformation. 

Such was the teſtimony of its firſt compilers, 
and ſuch the conſtancy of its defenders ſince ; 
that like as in the firſt ages of Chriſtianity, the 
blood of martyrs was ſaid to be the ſeed of the 
Church; ſo it is to be hoped this Church of ours 
will always remain for ever glorious, that can 
boaſt of ſo many martyrs in its defence. 
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II. I am to recommend to you the manner of 


performing this our public devotion, with 
ſome uſeful circumſtances conducive there: 
unto. | TN . 


And for the due diſcharge of our obligations 


on this part, it is requiſite that all things be done 
according to the Apoſtle's rule, decently and in 
order; Rar we all walk by the fame rule, and all 
mind the fame thing, eos Fr things unto edi- 
fying; that we behave ourſelves ſo in the Houſe 
of Gop, with that decency and reverence, as beſt 
becometh the Majeſty of Gopy, and the ſolemnity 
of his holy worſhip ; by compoſing ourſelves in 
thoſe reverent poſtures, which the Church in her 
Rubrics hath preſcribed and ſuited to every part 
of our devotion; ſuch as kneeling at the Con- 
feſſion, Abſolution and Prayers; ſtanding up at 
the Gloria Patri, Hymns, Creeds and Pſalms; 
and bowing at the Name of Jeſus, according as 
we are directed, Phil. ii. 10. - | = 
There are alſo other things, though not actu- 
ally enjoined or preſcribed by Rubric, are yet 
eſtabliſhed by ancient and general cuſtom of the 
Church; ſuch as our private ejaculations before 
we begin Prayers, imploring Gop's help and 
aſſiſtance in our devotions, and his acceptance of 
them, when Prayers are ended ; our giving glory 
to Gop at the naming of the Goſpel ; and our 
turning to the Eaſt in making our public pro- 
feſſion of our faith. 
A general conformity in theſe external acts of 
33 devotion declareth an inward ſenſe of the 
ajeſty of God, and an humble obedience to the 
commands of our ſuperiors, a devout harmony 
between our ſouls and our bodies, with which 
| we 
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we are obliged to glorify Gop, and an entire una- 
nimity of the whole congregation; the union of 
which aſſembly in particular is in effect the union 
and agreement of the whole, f. e. of alt the 
members of Chriſt's Church militant here” on 
earth, and even of that extenſive communion 
triumphant in heaven; when we Join with the 

archangels, 
and with all the choir of heaven, in one continued 
chorus, ſaying; Holy, holy, holy Lord Gon 
« of hoſts, heaven and earth are full of thy glory. 
« Glory be to thee, O Lord moſt moſt high *. 
Furthermore it is required, that we repeat the 
Confeſſion, Lord's Prayer and Creed together 
with or immediately after the Miniſter, and to 
make our Reſponſes with an humble but 'diftin& 
and audible voice, and not to ſit as idle ſpecta- 
tors, as if we had nothing to do, or were aſnamed 
of our duty; it being no ſname for us to pray in 
the Houſe of Prayer, but a ſname rather it is to 
be ſilent: For whoſoever, ſays our Saviour, Hall 
be aſhamed of me and of my words, of him ſhall the 
ſon of man be aſhamed. when he ſhall come in his 
own glory, and in his Father's, and of the boly an- 
gels, Luke ix. 26. 1 1 
The primitive Chriſtians were indeed remark- 
able for their ſingular piety, reverence and de- 
votion, in diſcharging theſe duties to the utmoſt 
of their power; they were zealous and hearty 
in their public devotions, and made their Re- 
ſponſes all together, unanimouſly and chearfully. 
When we thus jointly advance the ſame com- 
mon intereſt, and as becomes a body animated 


by the ſame ſpirit, we all attend the ſame thing, 


to the glory of Gop, and the edification of his 
people; when we thus in imitation of the hea- 
venly 

“ Communion Service. 
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venly hoſt (who are all repreſented ſtanding be- 
fore the throne of Gov, and praiſing him with 
a loud voice,) ſhall join in that pleaſant part of 
our devotion, by ſinging unanimouſly and chear- 
fully to the glory of Gop, with the voice of 
praiſe, thanksgiving and melody ; then may we 
be ſaid to glorify Gop, even the Father of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, with one mind, and with one 
mouth; then may we be ſaid to praiſe Gop in 
the beauty of holineſs. 

And as the benefit of Prayer is hereby height- 
ned and advanced by the joint concurrence and 
unanimity of the people; ſo alſo is the place of 
ſuch public aſſemblies another circumſtance of 
no ſmall importance and help to devotion : For 
how can we come into the Houſe of Gop, and 
not be moved with the glory of his Majeſty ? or 
how can we approach his ſacred Altar, and not 
be concerned in whoſe preſence we appear ? the 
which I hope, will be encouragement ſufficient 
to invite you all to come to Church, and yer 
ſufficient to deter from any irreverent behaviour 
here. 

It is true, indeed, Gop's preſence is univerſal, 
and no where confined, neither is there any place 
in itſelf abſolutely unfit to make our humble ad- 
dreſſes before him; he is about our path, and 
about our bed, we are told, in our cloſets, in 
our gardens, and in the fields; whereſoever Gop 
is called upon in ſincerity and truth, there is he 
found of them that call upon him, in what corner 
of the world ſoever they are in; whether with 
Moſes in the wilderneſs, with 70% on the dunghil, 
with Jonas in the whale's belly, or with Daniel in 
the den of lions, with St Paul on board the ſhip, 
or even with the Thief upon the croſs; theſe all 
having called upon the Lord, he heard them, 
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he heard them from all the different” parts and 
places they were in; yet the Church for the pub- 
lic worſhip of Gop, and the common reſort of 
the people, muſt be acknowledged the propereſt 
and moſt convenient place of worſhip; a place 
where the Majeſty of GoD more peculiarly re- 
fides, and where he is ſaid to be more imme- 
diately preſent, and delighted in. 

In the law we find, that Moſes, in delivering 
Gop's ordinances to the Jews, hath joined theſe 
two commandments together; Ye ſhall keep my 
Sabbaths, and reverence my Sanctuary. I am the 
Lord, Levit. xix. 30. making the obſervation of 
God's holy day, and the reverence of his dwell- 
ing place to run both in one verſe; both being 
deſigned to keep up Gop's true religion and wor- 
ſhip, as they naturally tend to advance each 
other; the one reſpecting the place, the other 
the time of its public adminiſtration. Not that 
we aſcribe any inherent virtue or holineſs to theſe 
places, but ſuch as is relative only, and due for 
his ſake for whom they were deſigned; as 
Maimonides in Biſhop Patrick explains the text 
abovementioned ; the Sanctuary itſelf was not to 
be reverenced, but He who hath commanded that 
reverence, which is God. | 

In the goſpel it is obſerved, that the argu- 
ment which our Saviour makes uſe of againſt 
the money-changers, and other common pro- 
faners of the Temple, he taketh from the uſe 
whereunto it was ſet apart, and for ever dedi- 
cated to the ſervice of Gop, ſaying ; I it not 
written, my Houſe ſha'l be called of all nations the 
Houſe of Prayer ? which was formerly, and is ſtill 
to be kept ſacred and inviolable ; ſo that he would 
not ſuffer ſo much as the outward court of it to 
be profaned or put to common uſes, nor permit 
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any man to carry even a veſſel through it, to 
defile it; ſuch was the reſpect paid to the Sanc- 
tuary even by our Saviour Chriſt himſelf, who 
was the true owner and proprietor of it. 

And as to the material part of Gop's Houſe or 
Sanctuary, though we want at preſent in theſe 
remote parts the neceſſary ſolemnity of dedicat- 
ing this Church, and ſetting it apart by a regular, 
decent and authoritative ſeparation for the uſe it 
was intended; yet in this alſo, even in this Church, 


- unconſecrated as it is, there is a decency required; 


and that not only in reſpect to the Majeſty of 
Gop, in whoſe more immediate preſence we are; 
but in regard to that religion we own, and the 


_ dignity of our profeſſion : For as the reſpect and 


grandeur of an earthly prince is maintained by 
the pomp and ſplendor of his palace, fo is the 
Majeſty of our heavenly King in ſome ſort ſet 
forth by the external glory and magnificence of 
his Temple ; the Joftineſs of whoſe ſacred and 
venerable fabrick raiſes the devotion of the moſt 
zealous ſuppliant, and ſtrikes the beholder with 

a religious awe. 47 
It was for this reaſon, no doubt, that in making 
the Tabernacle, ſuch care was taken, that what 
it wanted in extent, might be made up in con- 
trivance, coſtlineſs and grandeur, that it might 
be as beautiful and as rich as art could make it; 
and in building the firſt Temple, that glorious 
and magnificent work of King Solomon, what vaſt 
preparations were there of all things, of ſilver 
and gold and precious ſtones; what extent and 
contrivance, what ſtrength and beauty, what va- 
riety and order, and excellency of workmanſhip? 
And what was all this for? but to the honour of 
Gop, to render the palace exceeding glorious, 
to raiſe the admiration of every beholder, and 
| ſpread 
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ſpread its fame and glory throughout the whole 
| world. 40 
0 In like manner alſo in our Chriſtian Churches, 
that reverence we owe to Go b and his religion, 
ought undoubtedly to be preſerved, by a decent 
| and honourable proviſion for it; and provided 
| we' diſtinguiſh betwixt a falſe and too artificial a 
beauty on the one hand, and a mean and ſordid 
| deformity on the other, what coſt can we think 
| too great to be beſtowed on the place of Gop's 
\ © worthip? or what expences too much for the 
honour of his ſervice ? In this, we give the world 
a teſtimony of our affection to that religion we 
profeſs; in the other, we declare that honour we 
acknowledge due to the Gop we ſerve; in both 
we promote the glorious end and deſign of the 
goſpel : For ſuch, palaces are not made for man, 
but for the Lord Gop. 


* _ * 


| III. I am to lay before you the univerſality of 
this duty, by the enlargement of Chriſt's 
Church, here foretold in my text; with ſome 
proper inferences ſuitable to this ſolemnity. 
| The great end and deſign, you know, of our 
| Saviour's coming into the world was, that all 
the world through him might be ſaved ; that as 
in Adam all died, ſo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive; 
that all nations, Gentiles as well as Jews, even 
the whole race of mankind, might come to the 
light of the glorious goſpel, and that all fleſh 
might ſee the ſalvation of Gop. 

In order whereunto it pleaſed the Almighty, 
when the fulneſs of the time was come, to ſend 
forth his Son, his only begotten Son into the 
world; who by taking the ſtate of our nature 
upon him, undertook the redemption of loft 
mankind ; thereby completing thoſe ancient pro- 
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phecies, that foretold the coming of the expect- 
ed Meſſiah, promiied to our firſt parents Adam 
and Eve in paradiſe; in that, the ſeed of the wo- 
man ſhould break the ſerpent's head. 
And that he might the more effectually deſtroy 
that exorbitant power which the Devil and his 
Angels had uſurped over men; it pleaſed our 
Saviour before he left this world, to eſtabliſh his 
Church and Kingdom here on earth, commiſſion- 
ing his Apoſtles to carry on that great work, 
which he had begun, and to extend the limits of 
his eſtabliſhed empire over the face of the whole 
earth. | 

The univerſality of which Church and King- 
dom of our Saviour's was foretold by the royal 
Pſalmiſt, and the Prophets that ſucceeded him; 
that Gop would give bim the heathen for bis inhe- 
ritance, and the utmoſt parts of the earih for bis 
Poſſeſſion ; that his dominion ſhould be extended from 
fea to fea, and from the flood unto the world's end; 
that all Kings ſhould fall docun before bim, and all 
nations ſhould do him ſervice; that the mountain of 
the Lord's Houſe ſhould be eftabliſhed in the top of the 
mountains, and that all nations ſhould flow unto it; 
that the earth ſhould be filled with the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the the ſea; agrec- 
able whereunto was the enlargement foretold 
by the bringing in of the Gentiles to the obedi- 
ence of the faith, and in calling the Houſe of 
Gop an Houſe of Prayer for all people. 
In confirmation of which ancient and glorious 
prophecies, our Saviour alſo aſſures the Jews, 
that the tiine would come, when the Geatiles 
mould be admitted to the ſame privileges with 
_ themſelves, ſaying ; Ol ber ſheep I have, which are 
not of this fold; them alſo I muſt bring, and they 
fall hear my voice; and there hall be one fold, and 
one 
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ene ſhepherd. And before Chriſt's aſcenſion into 
heaven he expreſly charged his Apoſtles, ſaying; 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the goſpel to every 
creature; and again, Ye ſhall be witneſſes unto me, 
both in Jeruſalem, and in all Fudea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermoſt part of the earth. 

And as the Church of Chriſt is thus univerſal 
in reſpect to place, ſo is it alſo perpetual in re- 
card to time; the Jewiſh oeconomy being to laſt 
no longer than the coming of Chriſt, and then 
to ceaſe when Chriſt appeared; but the Chriſtian 
Church, or Chriſt's kingdom here on earth, was 
to be eſtabliſhed for ever; as long as the ſun and 
moon endureth, even throughout all generations; 
and that it ſhould be ſuch as ſhould never be 
deſtroyed. No weapon that is formed againſt. it 
ſhall proſper ; neither ſhall the gates of hell be ever 
able to prevail againſt it. 

The ſame allo was foretold by the angel Ga- 
briel, that Chriſt ſhould reign over the houſe of 
Jacob for ever, and of his kingdom there ſhould be 
no end; agreeable to that promiſe made by our 
Saviour to the Apoſtles, and to their ſucceſſors ; 
that he would be with them, and aſſiit them always, 
even unto the end of the world. 

Hence we ſee the Church of Chriſt is by its 
very nature and firſt original conſtitution of it, 
an univerſal ſociety, fitted and deſigned for the 
reception of all men into its rights and privileges 
making no difference between Jew and Gentile, 
circumciſion and uncircumciſion, bond and free, 
male and female; being all one in Chriſt Jeſus : 
For by one ſpirit wwe are all baptized into one body, 
and by one ſpirit we are all built up a ſpiritual 
houſe, raiſed upon the foundation of the Apeſtles 
and Prophets, Feſus Chriſt himſe!f being the chief 
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And here what a ſpacious proſpect have we in 
ſight? how glorious an appearance doth this 
open to our view? how infinite a ſociety may we 
ſuppoſe this to be, that is made up of all the 
f.ithful in Chriſt Jeſus, from the beginning of 
the world unto the end of it ? And from whence 
may we date the original of this bleſſing ? but 
from the important tidings of this good day, the 
nativity of. our bleſſed Lord and Saviour; uſhered 
in by a multitude of the heavenly hoſt, praiſing 
Gop, and ſaying ; Glory be to God in the higheſt, 
and on earth peace, good-will towards men. 

This is that day, from which, as from the 
fountain head, thoſe mighty bleſſings conſequent 
thereupon do ſucceed and flow ; this is that feaſt, 
which above all feſtivals is crowned with the 
honour of Gop's peculiar making, the queen of 
teaſts, and birth-day of the world ; this is that 
day, which father Abraham foreſaw, and rejoiced 
even at that diſtant ſight of it. Now are thoſe 
illuſtrious prophecies fulfilled, that pointed out 
to us the gracious deſigns of Providence; now is 
the partition-wall broken down, that old diſtinc- 
tion between Jew and Gentile, and the kingdom 
of heaven thrown open to all believers; now 
is Divinity eſpouſed to Humanity, and Heaven 
and Earth contracted together ; now is the mar- 
riage of the Lamb come, the greateſt wedding 
that ever was, the marriage between Chriſt and 
his Spouſe the Church, and Gop and man recon- 
ciled to each other. 

Well therefore may we break forth into joy, 
with the royal Pſalmiſt, and ſay with him; This 
is the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes : 
this is the day which the Lord hath made; wwe 


will rejoice, and be glad in it. 
1 f And

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And now, were it poſſible to add to the ſolem- 
nity, or increaſe the public ſenſe of our grati- 
tude for the joyful return of this auſpicious day ; 
we of this place have new cauſe of rejoicing, in 
ſeeing by our own hands a beautiful Structure thus 
recovered from its ruins, and raiſed a Church 
before our eyes; in opening a wider door, and 
more effectual, I hope, towards propagating, as 
well as preſerving the eſtabliſhed doctrine of our 
faith; and in taking off the reproach from our- 
ſelves and nation, that the heathen ſhould not 
ſtill ſay; pere is now their Cod? Not that we are 


ſufficient of ourſelves to think or do any thing as of 


ourſelves, but our ſufficiency is of God; and there- 
fore not unto us, but unto his Name ought the praiſt 
to be given, for his loving mercy, and for his truth 


fake : For all things come of bim. 


But that we may not altogether detract from 
men that lawful and ſubordinate regard that is 


due to their good works; the charitable contri- 


butions of our worthy Bencfactors may and ought 
to be admired and commended: for it is they 
who have been the inſtrumental cauſes of this 
benefit; it is they, who by their hearty concur- 
rence to the work, have made proof of their faith, 
affection and liberality ; like thoſe noble inſtances 
of zeal and emulation recorded by St Paul of 
the Churches of Macedonia, who to their power, I 
bear them record, yea and ſome even beyond their 
preſent abilities, contributed; not mentioning the 
ſubſtantial teſtimony of others, the repeated li- 
berality of ſeveral, in this place, in imitation of 
ſo illuſtrious a precedent before us. 


May the memorial of this their abundant kind- 
neſs, which cannot deſerve leſs than an annual 
H 4 comme, 
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commemoration, be tranſmitted to poſterity in 
this Church throughout all ages? And may the 
Go and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 
is able to make all grace and charity abound in 
you more and more, confirm and ſtrengthen you 
in all goodneſs, that ye always having all ſuffi- 
ciency in all things, may abound to do eve 
good word and work, through Chriſt Jeſus our 
Saviour; to whom with the Father and the 
bleſſed Spirit be all honour and glory, now and 
for ever. Amen.

T HIS accompanies a packet of the Society's 
books diſperſed this year, of which they de- 
fire your acceptance, being recommended to the 
care of Mr Robert Watts. 

I received no letter from you ſince that of the 
11th of October 1715, of which I hope you will 
excuſe the uſe I have made in page 176 of the 
third part of letters accompanying this, that our 

Clergy here may know that the Eaſt Indies is not 
ſo frightful a place to live in as many are apt to 
imagine. 155 

The Society will be glad to hear of your hav- 
ing been able to effect the ſetting up a Charity 
School at Bombay, in imitation of that at Fort St 
George; and if a Maſter be wanting, upon a ſigni- 
fication of it from the Governor and Council, by 
a line in a letter to the Company, all imaginable 
care will be uſed to provide one: be pleaſed in 
your letter to me at the ſame time to ſignify what 


encouragement he may expect.

Rev. Sir, 
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This method is propoſed as more eligible, be- 
cauſe an application to the Company to give paſ- 
ſage to a Maſter, does not come with near the ad- 
vantage as when they themſelves offer to give his 
paſſage whenever a Maſter ſhall be recommended 
to them. Beſide the Society are under ſo many 
obligations already to the Company. that they 
would avoid troubling them with an addreſs of 
this nature, except it cannot be done other wiſe.

1718-19, were received with all thankfulneſs;

very worthy Preſident; who was ſo well pleaſed 
with the honourable Society's offer of aſſiſtance 
and care in providing us an able Schoolmaſter, 
that amongſt other good works ſet on foot in this 
Place, his Honour's endeavours I am aſſured will 
not be wanting to the promoting this alſo, the 
ſetting up a Charity School at Bombay in imitation 
of that at Fort St George. Whereupon a day being 
appointed, and a Sermon upon the occaſion, re- 
commending the uſefulneſs and advantages of it, 
the inhabitants, to ſhew their good intentions to 
the deſign, after a ſplendid entertainment at the 
Governor's lodgings, ſubſcribed — 3

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freely, though but conditionally, to the ſame,

& Subſcribed conditionally towards a Charity- 
* School in Bombay, for educating poor Children 
e in the chriſtian religion, according to the uſe 
of the Church of England, i. e. provided the 
e honourable Company will contribute thereunto 
e as they have to that at Fort St George, or pro- 
e vided the ſubſcriptions amount to 8000 rupees 
ein two years time from the date hereof; that 
then the ſubſcriptions to become due for the 
e uſe aforeſaid, or elſe to be void and of no 
„ force.” Dated Bombay, Sept. 8, 1719. 

This method was propoſed as moſt eligible at 
preſent, becauſe by making a beginning without 
ſomething of a foundation, might diſcourage the 
work, and render it ineffectual; however, as a 
proof of our ſincerity herein, the Inhabitants, ani- 
mated by the Governor's liberality, raiſed among 
themſelves 6000 Rupees and upwards, without 
ſtirring out of doors; of which the Governor, ac- 
cording to his uſual generoſity, lanched out 2000 
Rupees himſelf, leaving a blank for the honour- 
able Company, in hopes of their aſſiſtance. 

We raiſed in all 6610 Rupees, beſides the an- 
nual ſubſcriptions of ſeveral as long as they ſtay 
in India. The Governor was not a liitle pleaſed 
at the ſucceſs of our School, being no leſs ambi- 
tious of ſeeing it ſettled, than in having it firſt ſet 
on foot in his time; he has prefented the honour- 
able Company with a copy of the ſubſcriptions, 
and acquainted them in the general letter of our 
want of a Schoolmaſter; who will not want for due 
encouragement, eſpecially if he comes recom- 
mended from the Society. |

M laſt to you was of the 24th of February, 
1519-20, ſince which I received your kind 
letter of he 17th of Sept. 1719, and communi- 
cated it to the Society, who were not a little 
leaſed to find your zeal continue for erecting a 
Charity-School after you had near accompliſhed 
the expenſive undertaking of building a Church. 
I hope the ſame bleſſing which has accompanied 
you in one of theſe undertakings will alſo attend 

the other. | 
The Society were very much pleaſed with your 
account of the Governor's liberality, and the pru- 
dence by which the ſubſcription has been con- 
duced; and am glad to tell you that ſeveral of the 
honourable Directors of the Eaſt India Company 
ſhew an inclination as much to favour a School at 
Bombay, 
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Bombay, as they have that at Fort & George: but this 
Seſſion of Parliament, which is not yet ended, has 
taken up ſo much of their time in matters of ſo 
great conſequence to their own and the nation's in- 
tereſt, that you are not to wonder if they poſtpone 
the conſideration of what has been propoſed by 
the government of Bombay in relation to a School, 
though I hope they will ſignify their pleaſure, 
at leaſt ſo far as may be neceſſary to ſet the affair. 
going. 

I do not repeat to you what I have ſaid to the 
Governor in relation to a Maſter, becauſe I pre- 
ſume he will inform you thereof. The Reverend 
Mr Watts undertook to convey a ſmall packet of 
the Society's books to you, and I hope he received 
it in due time to ſend it by theſe ſhips. When I 
have the honour of another letter from you, pray 
let me know who is your friend here that ſends 
over parcels to you, that I may ſometimes give 
him the trouble of a ſmall parcel which is too big 
to be ſent among the Company's letters, and too 
little to be ſent by itſelf: The rule at the India 
Houſe requiring as formal an application for leave 
to ſend a thing of ten ſhillings value as of one hun- 
dred pounds value; and when I have addreſſed the 
Court for leave to ſhip what is ſent yearly to the 
Miſſionaries on the coaſt of Coromandel, I am 
aſhamed to trouble them with a ſecond addreſs for 
a {mall matter.

KEEXANY and various are the duties in holy 
M ſcripture, whereby Gop's true Religion 
EZ is preſerved, and whereby he would 

have his Name to be glorified ; amongſt 
which there is none more acceptable to him, or 
more profitable to us, than acts of piety, charity 
and mercy. And as the ſoul of man is the chief 
thing to be regarded, as being the more noble 
and honourable part; ſo the doing good to the 
ſouls of men is without doubt the greateſt charity, 
and moſt acceptable ſervice. 

No man was ever yet born for himſelf, but 
every one obliged in his reſpective vocation to 
promote what he can the good of the ſociety 
wherein Providence hath placed him; that he 
not only believe aright, but be careful alſo to 
maintain good works, always remembring the 
end of his creation, the ſetting forward the com- 
mon as well as his own ſalvation. And if, of all 
other ſinners, thoſe we are aſſured will be moſt 
ſeverely puniſhed, who not only preſume to cor- 
rupt themſelves but maliciouſly endeavour to de- 
prave others; then by parity of reaſon may _ 

wile 
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wiſe be inferred, that of all Gop's true and faith- 
ſul ſervants, thoſe will be exalted to the higheſt 
degree of glory, who ſhall be moſt induſtrious 
in the inſtruction and converſion of others ; that 
ſhall lay the foundation of G oD's true Religion, 
or any ways contribute towards the promoting of 
Ic. 

In confirmation of which, we need look no fur- 
ther than this remarkable place of St James here 
before us; Brethren, ſays he, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert him; let him know, 
that be that converteth the finner from the error of 
bis way, ſhall ſave a ſoul from death, and ſhall hide 
a multitude of fins. | | 

Theſe words, according to Dr Hammond's in- 
terpretation, carry with them a double encou- 
ragement to the duty here enjoined; for ſuch is 
the excellency of this moſt extenſive duty, the 
converting a foul from the error of his way, that 
they bring not only an advantage to the perſon 
converted, ſuch as the faving of his ou! from 
death, bur a privilege alſo to him that makes the 
convert, ſuch as the hiding the multitude of bis 
ins; which, upon his ſincere repentance, will 
effectually be brought to paſs, through the merits 
and ſatisfaction of our Saviour Chriſt. And if 
the converſion of one ſinner from the error of his 
way be thus effectual and prevalent towards par- 
don and ſalvation, how much more available will 
be the converſion of ſeveral, and the turning of 
many to righteouſneſs ? 

In conſideration of theſe glorious privileges, 
beg leave upon this occaſion to lay before you, 
my Brethren, a very deſerving object of our 
Chriſtian Charity, the ſetting up, and maintain- 
ing a Charity-School in this place, in order to the 

teaching 
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teaching poor children to read, and inſtructing 
them in the principles of the Chriſtian Religion. 

And for a ſucceſsful recommendation of this 
ſo very excellent an undertaking, I need only ap- 
peal to the great ſucceſs, and the wonderful im- 
provements it has of late met with in our own 
country, and elſewhere, to the unſpeakable joy 
and fatisfaction of all good men; the univerſal ap- 
probation of which good work, together with the 
ſignal bleſſings that attend it, are a ſufficient de- 
monſtration of its uſe and excellency ; a work of 
that truly Chriſtian piety, that it cannot want for 
any motive of encouragement, when it ſo evi- 
dently carries its own reward along with it. 

Now whereas the pious education of poor chil- 
dren in Chriſtianity is the moſt effectual means we 
can take with any for their falvation; fo is it 
much more ſo with theſe Gentiles round about us: 
by ſeaſoning them betimes in the principles of Re- 
ligion, and removing the opinions and prejudices 
of their forefathers, by opening their eyes, and 
ſhewing them their errors, by turning them from 
darkneſs unto light, and from the power of Satan 
unto GoD. 

And as the means are thus effeQtual towards 
promoting this great end, ſo are the encourage- 
ments here annexed the moſt glorious and bene- 
ficial. Brethren, if any of you do err from the 
truth, and one convert him; let him know that be 
that converteth the finner from the error of his way, 
Hall ſave a ſoul from death, and ſhall hide a multi- 
tude of fins. | 

That we may therefore conſider our duty on 
this behalf, and be the better encouraged to ſet 
forward and promote this commendable good 
work, I ſhall from the words juſt now read to 
you endeavour to ſhew, 


I. How 
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I. How earneſtly Gop Almighty in holy ſcrip. 
ttrure requireth the performance of this duty, 
and how very acceptable it is to him. 

II. How profitable the exerciſe of it is to us, 
and what advantages we may hope to re- 
ceive from it. | 

III. And laſtly, I ſhall endeavour to make 
good, that whoſoever is thus liberal, and 
contributeth heartily towards this charitable 
good work, ſhall notwithſtanding have ſuf- 
ficient for himſelf, and need not be afraid 
of want or ſcarcity. And, 


I. I am to ſhew you, how earneſtly Gop Al- 
mighty in holy ſcripture doth require the 
performance of this duty, and how very 
acceptable it is to him. | 

The truth of which cannot be doubted of, if 
we conſider how great a ſtreſs the ſcripture con- 
ſtantly lays upon this duty, this work of charity, 
which comprehends not only the outward acts of 
it, the relieving the wants of the poor and needy, 
but the more exalted parts and branches of it in 
my text, the ſhewing mercy and pity to the ſouls 
of others, which is our ſpiritual alms, and moſt 
excellent benefaction; the truth of which I ſay, 
cannot be doubted of, when we reflect upon the 
expreſs words of holy ſcripture requiring this duty, 
and the more than ordinary promiſes that are 
made to encourage it: For after ſeveral admoni- 
tions to piety and virtue, the author to the He- 
brews recommends this more eſpecially, and be- 
yond the ſacrifices of praiſe and thankſgiving ; But 
to do good, and to communicate, forget not: for with 
ſuch ſacrifices God is well pleaſed. St Peter alſo ex- 


horts us very earneſtly, That above all things we 
| | ought 
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ought to have fervent charity among ourſelues; for 
that charity ſhall cover the multitude of fins. It is 
recorded in Daniel, that this is one ſure way of 
breaking off our ſins, purging our iniquity, and 
a lengthening of our peace and tranquillity here on. 
earth. That without this the love of Gop cannot 
dwell in us; we cannot be his children, and true 
diſciples of our bleſſed Saviour. That this i 4 
ſacrifice with which God is well pleaſed ; an odour 
of a ſweet ſmell, a ſacrifice acceptable, well pleaſ- 
ing to Gop; and that without this nothing will 

rofit us; but that this will be a ſure foundation 
be ever, a memorial never to be forgotten be- 
fore GoD. k 

And what can we deſire more to inflame our 
zeal, and excite our devotion ; what greater en- 
couragement to ſo truly pious and charitable an 
undertaking, than to have the good pleaſure of 
Gop obtained, and the love of Chrift ſecured to 
us ; the favour of that Gop that inhabiteth 
eternity z to purchaſe which nothing ſhould be 
thought too much ? For as Gop in holy fcrip- 
ture eſteems that which is laid out in charitable 
uſes as given to himſelf ; ſo doth Chriſt in his 
holy goſpel aſſure us, that as we have employed 
our talents here, ſo will it be reckoned to us 
hereafter. 

The various conditions of men in the world 
ſerve to carry on Gop's great deſign, and the in- 
finite variety of objects we ſee, are but ſo many 
inſtruments in his hand of bringing us to him- 
ſelf; to the. effefting of which, every one has 
the neceſſary means in his own power, every one 
hath his part of making himſelf happy. By va- 
rious methods in like manner we ſee Gop works 
upon the different tempers of men, who by 
moving ſuitably in their reſpective ſtations, do 

at 
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at once both benefit themſelves and others: 
This admirable mixture of human affairs, and 
proportioning the ſeveral eſtates of men to their 
Recta capacities, tempers and inclinations, this 
cauſing every man's happineſs to depend upon, 
and to be in ſome meaſure directed by each other, 
ſhews that we lie under an indiſpenſible obliga- 
tion to conſider not only ourſelves, but our neigh- 
bour's good; not only the benefit of a few parti- 
cular perſons, but the benefit of all that are round 
about us; that we are bound to employ our ut- 
moſt talents chiefly to promote the public good, 
and to lay out our parts and faculties as may moſt 
conduce to the welfare of the whole. 
Thus in the beginning and firſt ſettlement of 
the goſpel, the multitude of them that believed, were 
all of one heart we read, and of one ſoul , neither 
ſaid any of them that ought of the things which he 
poſſeſſed was his own, but they had all things com- 
mon; neither was there any that lacked: for as 
many as were poſſeſſors of lands or houſes, fold them, 
and brought the prices of the things that were ſold, 
and laid them down at the Apoſtles feet; and diſtri- 
bution was made unto every man according as he had 
need, Acts iv. 33, &c. They were ſo far from 
ſeeking their own advantage, or appropriating 
what they had to themſelves, that they not only 
ſupported others with what they had, but gave 
it out of their own power for the good of the com- 
munity ; leaving us an inſtance of primitive cha- 
rity, and a pious emulation. "IE 
Now though the having all things in common 
is not ſo expedient and neceſſary now a days, as 


it was at the firſt preaching of the goſpel; yet 


ſtill we are obliged to chriſtian love and charity : 
for that never faileth, but will always remain as 
the diſtinguiſhing mark and characteriſtic of a 

chriſtian : 
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chriſtian : For by this fhall all men know, ſays our 
Saviour Chriſt, that ye are my diſciples, if you have 
love one to another. And this mutual love. and 
friendſhip amongſt chriſtians was not to conſiſt 
in a bare outward ſhew of behaviour, or in a few 
ſmooth complimental words, as depart in peace, 
be ye warmed or filled; but in more ſubſtantial fa- 
vours, in real acts of charity and mercy ; For 
whoſoever batb this world's good, and ſeeth his bro- 
ther have need, and ſhutteth up his bowels of mercy 
and compaſſion from him, how dwelleth the love of 
God in him? Let us not therefore love in word or 
in form, but in deed and in truth ; always remem- 
bering the words of the Lord Jeſus, how be ſaid, It 
was more bleſſed to give than to receive, Acts xx. 35, 


II. I am to ſhew you how profitable the exer- 
Ciſe of it is to us, and what advantages we 
may hope to receive from it. 

Now amongſt the ſeveral graces and virtues 
recommended to us in holy ſcripture, there is 
none among them all comes better attended with 
greater promiſes or more exalted encouragements 
of rewards and happineſs than this of charity; it 
is the peculiar and diſtinguiſhing grace of a chriſ- 
tian, as hath been ſaid, and is preferable either 
to Faith or Hope. It is called the great com- 
mandment of all, the end of the commandments, 
and the fulfilling of the whole law ; charity is the 
Queen of virtues, the moſt excellent of all excel- 
lencies, and therefore ought the ofceneſt to be in- 
liſted upon, as having the moſt excellent rewards 
attending it. 

Our Saviour in the Goſpel teacheth us, that 
it will be to no purpoſe to poſſeſs all the riches of 
the world, and loſe our own ſouls; hereby in- 
| K ſtructing 


truſting us ho much the ſoul's welfare is to be 


preferred before any worldly advantages: and 
ſince charity hath ſuch a peculiar influence and 
power over the ſoul, as is available to the pro- 
curing forgiveneſs of ſins, and a remiſſion of the 
uniſhment due unto them; for that is meant in 
holy ſcripture by biding or covering of fins ; what 
great reaſon have we then to eſteem that as a moſt 
valuable treaſure and ſovereign remedy, that 
thus carries its own reward along with it? for to 
be mercitul and charitable is the means, we are 
taught, to keep the ſoul pure and clean in the 
ſight of Go; ſuch confidence may they have, 
that ſhew mercy and compaſſion before Gop in 
judgment; that alms, we are told, deliver from 
death, and ſhall purge away all ſin; that they 
ſuffer not to come into darkneſs; and that as 
water will quench a flaming fire, ſo charity will 
make an atonement for ſin. 
No though acts of charity, even in the moſt 
exalted ſenſe, cannot give us a rightful claim to 
the promiſes of Gop, and to the pardon of our 
fins, excluſive of other duties, as the Papiſts 
ſay; yet certain it is, that ſuch liberal promiſes 
are no where in the goſpel made to any other 
ſingle duty, as are to charity; and that though 
our ſins ſhall not be remitted to us for our cha- 
rity, without repentance, yet acts of charity, 
when joined to repentance, are of great uſe to 
render it effectual for the procuring forgiveneſs. 
And though Chriſt our Saviour is our only pro- 
per and propitiatory ſacrifice, for whoſe ſake 
alone our ſins will be pardoned, yet acts of cha- 
rity laid out for Chriſt's ſake, and employed to 
good and proper objects, have, through the me- 
rits and ſatisfaction of our Saviour, a ſubordinate

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efficacy towards procuring God's favour, and in 
that reſpect may be ſaid 70 ſave @ ſoul from death, 
and to cover a multitude of fins. BE Lt 

Moreover, the benefit of this excellent virtue 
is the moſt laſting of any, being a continual 
fountain of living water, ſpringing up unto eternal 
life; the bread we thus diſtribute to the poor 
and needy ſhall never periſh, and the water of 
this fountain given to a thirſty ſou] ſhall in no 
wiſe loſe its reward It is the peculiar excel- 
lency of this virtue, that it never faileth; whereas 
the faſhion. of this world paſſeth away, and all 
the glory and ſplendor of it; even thoſe exalted 
gifts and ws of the Spirit are not comparable 
to that of charity for perfection and duration; 
ſome of which being long ſince vaniſhed, ſuch 
as the gifr of healing, miracles and languages; 
and others are to vaniſh at the end of the world, 
ſuch as Faith and Hope, when there will be no 
further uſe or occaſion for them : For whether 
there ſhall be prophecies, they ſhall fail; whether 
there be tongues, they ſhall ceaſe ; whether there be 
knowledge, it ſhall vaniſh away ; and though Faith 
and Hope are ſaid to abide, that is, to continue 
with us in this world, yet Charity hath ſtill the 
preeminence, being never to be out-dated, but 
to abide for ever; and now abideth Faith, Hope, 
Charity, theſe three, but the greateſt of theſe is 
Charity, : 


III. I come now in the third and laſt place to 
ſhew you, that whoſoever is thus liberal, and 
contributeth heartily towards this charitabie 
good work, ſhall notwithſtanding have ſuf- 
ficient for himſelf, and need not be afraid 

ol want or ſcarcity.

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And here I would not have you to expect mi- 
racles, or think that the Almighty will ſupport 
us in our wants with ſome extraordinary help, 
after we have contributed ſomething for his fer- 
vice, without any the leaſt endeavour of our 
own; for this would not be true faith, but pre- 
ſumption: but when we humbly rely upon Gop's 
good providence, and conſcientiouſly perform 
the duties of our vocation, uſing no ill means to 
better our fortune, and praying for ſucceſs; there 
we are ſure Gop will provide, or ſome way or 
other interpoſe for our relief : for though mi- 
racles are ceaſed, yet Providence is not; Gopy's 
mercy and compaſſion i is {till the fame, and will 
not fail to help the righteous; though not in that 
miraculous manner as heretofore, yer. ſo, that 
nothing may be expected without his divine fa- 
vour and bleſſing. 

The readieſt way therefore to arm ourſelves 
againſt the uncertainty of fortune, and to ſecure 
the enjoyment of this prefent world, is this very 
method I am ſpeaking of : For you know how 
that Solomon hath declared; that he that diftribut- 
eth of his ſubſtance, ſhall not lack; nay your poſte- 
rity ſhall reap the benefit of theſe good actions: 
for 7he righteous is ever merciful, and lendetb; and 
therefore it is ſaid, that his ſeed i is Hed, Pfal. 
xxxvii. 26. 

Again, it is one e of the moſt infallible proofs 
of our having a true chriſtian faith in this life, 
and is by Solomon required to be obſerved in con- 
ſideration even of thoſe temporal bleflings, that 
we are aſſured will proceed from it, abſtracted 
from the proſpect of the eternal reward. Honour 
the Lord with 7 ſubſtance, ſaith Solomon, and with 
the firſt fruits of all thine increaſe ;, ſo ſhall thy 25 

; | j 
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be filled with plenty, and thy preſſes ſhall burſt out 


with new wine. Whatſoever is thus charitably 
laid out, will turn to more account than if 
hoarded up, or employed in the moſt beneficial 
trade, intereſt or reſpondentia. A penny thus 
prudently beſtowed is of infiaite more value to 
us than all the abundant treaſures of the Eaſt, 
or riches of the Indies. 

Not that this ſhould be our chief inducement : 
for this would be to make merchandiſe of our 
charity, and gain our godlineſs ; when we do it 
not out of a principle of obedience to Gop, and 
love to our neighbour, but to enrich ourſelves ; 
there we cannot expect a reward. But whatſoever 
at any time is freely beſtowed, upon a ſound 

rinciple and a right object, ſhall undoubtedly 
be repleniſhed with freſh ſupplies, from that in- 
exhauſtible fountain of all goodneſs, from whence 
the abundance of riches flows. Give, and it foall 
be given unto you, ſaith our Saviour, good meaſure, 
preſſed down, and ſhaken together, and running over, 
ſhall men give into your boſom : for with the ſame 
meaſure that ye mete withal, it fhall be meaſured to 
you again; the liberal ſoul is ſaid to be made fat, 
and be that watereth ſhall be watered himſelf. 
There is a ſecret hand of Providence always at- 
tending, and a hidden conveyance continually 
recruiting the moſt profule liberality. An in- 
ſtance of which we have in the widow of Sarepta, 
whoſe barrel of meal waſted not, neither did her 
cruiſe of oil fail, in the midſt of ſcarcity, drought 
and famine, 

The charitable perſon hath good reaſon from 
{cripture not only to hope, but to be aſſured, 
that what he giveth with an honeſt and good 
heart, ſhall by the unperceivable working of 


3 Providence 
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Providence be taken from the heap, without 
lefſening or diminiſhing, but rather increaſing 
the ſtore; Truſt thou in the Lord, and be doing 
good; dwell in the land, and verily thou ſhalt be fed. 
All things ſhall work together ſor our good, and in- 
ſtead of ſins, it ſhail be added to build us up. 
So certain we may be of not loſing our mon 
laid out after this manner, that Gop himſelf will 
be our ſurety, and ſtand bound for the payment; 
He that hath pity on the poor lendeth unto the 
Lord, and that which he hath given will be repay 
him again. The royal Pfalmiſt makes it his par- 
ticular obſervation; 1 have been young, and now 
am old; yet ſaw I never the righteous forſaken, nor 
his feed begging thair bread. And what greater 
ſecurity, what ſurer word of promiſe can there 
be given to man, than the unqueſtionable foun- 
dation of God's holy word? Let not any diſ- 
truſtful thought there fore, or fear of being te- 
duced, ever tempt us to draw back our hands 
from doing good: for no one did yet by any 
true act of charity ever came off a loſer, even in 
this world. | 
And as to the uſe and excellency of our cha- 
rity, we need not doubt of the ſuitableneſs of the 
object here before us; the contributing to a 
School for the teaching poor children, and in- 
ſtructing them in the principles of the Chriſtian 
religion. There is little good to be expected 
from ſuch in theſe remote parts, as are grown 
old in fin, and habituated to error; their erro- 
neous principles are already ſo confirmed, and 
they themſelves accuſtomed to the ways of their 
forefathers, that they will not eaſily be perſuaded 
to forſake them. Burt if we make trial upon the 
next ſucceeding generation, and „ to 
| orm 
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form their tender minds to piety and virtue, ſea- 
ſoning them in their youth with the principles of 


Chriſtianity; we cannot fail, through God's aſ- 


ſiſtance, of conſiderable effects, we cannot fail of 
ſeeing our endeavours crowned with ſucceſs. 

Let me therefore in a few words recommend 
to you this good work from theſe following con- 
ſiderations. Let us conſider, in the firſt place, 
that the converſion of the Heathen and the en- 
largement of Chriſt's kingdom here on earth, 
muſt be matter of great joy to all ſuch as have 
any ſenſe of religion, or wiſh well to the Church ; 
that the beſt return of gratitude we can make for 
the privilege which we chriſtians enjoy, is to com- 
municate this ſame privilege to others, that theſe 
Geatiles alſo here converſant among us, may par- 
take 'with us of the ſame common benefir, and 
Join with us in the worſhip of the ſame Gop and 
Father of us ail ; remembring withal, that we our- 
ſelves alſo were originally in the ſame condition 
with chem; Aliens from the commonwealth of Iſrael, 
and ſtrangers to the covenant of promiſe; living with- 
out hope, and without God in the world. 

Again, let us. conſider, that it is our parts 
and duties, as much as. lieth in us, to wipe off 
that vid reproach, the want of common zeal for 
propagating the taith, which thoſe of the Church 
of Rome have been often throwing at us; and to 
prevent at the ſame time theſe poor deluded 
Heathens being made a prey to the Romiſh faith, 
that unſuund part of the chriſtian Church, and 
which ſo induſtriouſly compaſſeth ſea and land to 
make a proſelyte. Let us ſecure them betimes, 
by inſtruction, to our own communion, that hath 
nothing corrupt or ſinful in it; that may boaft 
itſelf at this day the pureſt and beſt reformed 
Church in the whole world. 
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It will be ſufficient, I hope, here barely to re- 
mind you of the advantages we receive from the 
trade and commerce with theſe Heathens of all 
ſorts; and that we cannot make them a greater 
amends for partaking with them in their tempo- 


ral concerns, than to let them ſhare with us in 


our ſpiritual. 

Theſe things, my Brethren, if well weighed 
and conſidered, will I hope have that good effect 
upon you, as to provoke you to zeal and emu- 
lation in this good work; that as you have 
hitherto abounded in liberality, ſo you would 
abound in this grace alſo; that having begun 
well in laying a good foundation, you would pro- 
ceed like wiſe maſter-builders, to raiſe thereupon 
a ſuperſtructure uniform and agreeable thereunto; 
that as Gop firſt created this beautiful world, 
and then proceeded to ſtore it with inhabitants; 
ſo may this School become a never-failing nurſe 
to the Church, and a conſtant ſupply of ſound 
members early inſtructed in the principles of reli- 


gion, and unalterably engaged to worſhip Gov 
in this place. 


Many will be the bleſſings that will attend this 
work, not only in regard to the private intereſt, 
but to the public good and benefit of mankind, 
to their temporal as well as ſpiritual, preſent as 
well as future happineſs and welfare ; a work fo 
very acceptable, uſeful and commendable, that 


it will continually redound to the honour of Gop, 


our bleſſed Saviour, and his Religion; as well 
as procure the moſt deſirable bleſſing upon our 
Church and Nation, the Company and ourſelves. 

Let us not therefore be weary in well doing; for 
in due time we ſhall reap, if we faint not; but let us 
be ſtedfaſt and immoveable, always abounding in Oy 
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work of the Lord, foraſmuch as we know, that our 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 


Now to God the Father, Go bp the Son, and 

Go the Holy Ghoſt, the ever bleſſed and 

lorious Trinity, three Perſons and one God, 

be all honour and glory, might, majeſty and 
dominion, now and for ever.
